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named, said people living in the area had been 
shocked by what had happened.

RESIDENTS worried about plans to build a 
waste transfer station at the Templefields 
industrial estate in Harlow are being encour¬ 
aged to attend a drop-in session with coun¬ 
cil planning officers to discuss their con¬ 
cerns.

Community Centre in Northbrooks on 
Monday from 3pm. 

Michael Hustwitt, leader of an action 
group fighting the proposals, urged local 
residents and business owners to continue 
supporting their campaign. 

“It is important to show your feelings 
because once this site is added to the waste 
development document it will make the area 
a permanent waste site for ever,” he said. 

“The drop-in session is an opportunity to 
talk to planning officers about the proposed 
site and show them that this is the wrong 
location.”

Team that lived 
self-build dream

MOST of us aspire to own our 
dream home and back in the 1950s a 
group of people got together in 
Harlow to turn that dream into 
reality. 

According to Sue Rowley - whose father 
George Money was the instigator of the 
housing project - it was after reading about 
a self-build group in a magazine that he 
decided to give the do-it-yourself project a 
go- 

“We were living in Tottenham at the time 
and my parents had been on the council 
housing list for quite a while,” explained 
Sue, who now lives in Barnsley. 

“After reading about this other self-build 
group, Dad - who was an electrical 
engineer - had the idea stuck in his head so 
he started advertising in the local 
newspaper to see if anyone else with a 
trade would be interested in building their 
own homes. 

“He got a lot of responses and with my 
uncle’s help formed the Main Line Self 
Build Association. 

“The group used to meet at a 
hall in Ponders End and 
eventually, after a lot of 
planning, came to an 
arrangement with Harlow 
Council about using some land in 
the Tye Green area. They began 
work on the new homes in 1958.” 

The group had 28 members 
including an instrument maker, a 
tailor, a schoolmaster, two firemen 
and a handful of skilled building 
workers. All had to adhere to some 
strict rules to be part of the 
scheme. 

“Everyone was working around 
their usual daytime jobs, but would 
also have to do an extra 22 hours at 
the site a week, usually throughout 
their weekends,” said Sue. “They 
also had to dedicate a week of their 
annual holidays to the project. 

“If a member was late or absent for no 
good reason they were fined. It was all 
very strict.” 

The initial cost to each member was £50 
paid into the association’s building fund 


and a weekly sub of 7/6d (37p) for tools 
and equipment each week. 

“I know the final cost worked out to be 
something like £2,500 whilst the house 
value was nearly £4,000,” said Sue. “That’s 
not bad for a four bedroom house with

underfloor heating, double glazing and our 
first ever bathroom!” 

She added: “We moved to Harlow in July 
1960 and were all absolutely thrilled. It 
was a beautiful house in what was a 
beautiful countryside area at the time. 

“We all have a lot of happy memories 
about growing up there.”

Digital switchover 
talks still ongoing

LABOUR councillors have 
accused the town’s Conser¬ 
vative-run administration of 
“procrastinating” over a deal to 
secure a free television service 
for residents after this year’s 
digital switchover. 

With less than four months to go 
until the final analogue transmitter 
covering Harlow is switched off, the- 
council has yet to confirm whether 
Virgin Media will continue to provide 
a free service on the town’s piped net¬ 
work. 

If a deal is not agreed, viewers will 
either have to pay hundreds of pounds 


to install aerials or subscribe to paid- 
for services provided by Virgin or Sky 
as Freeview set-top boxes will not 
work if connected to the network. 

This week Labour group leader 
Mark Wilkinson called on the council 
to make a statement on the state of 
the negotiations. 

“We as councillors are get¬ 
ting a lot of 
enquiries about 
what is going on with 
the digital switchover and 
are still unable to give 
anyone a straight 
answer,” he told 
the Star. 

“At the last 
full council meet¬ 
ing Labour coun¬ 


cillor Mike Danvers asked again if a 
decision had been made and again we 
received the same answer from council 
leader Andrew Johnson about negotia¬ 
tions with Virgin being ‘ongoing’. 
“We have been receiving the 
same standard answer solidly for 
a couple of years now and it is 
getting very near to the cut¬ 
off point. 

“I don’t think it is 
enough and people 
deserve to 
know what 
is going on. 
This Con¬ 
servative 
administra¬ 
tion has had 
enough time to find out.” 


The transmitter at Crystal Palace 
which serves part of Harlow will be 
switched over in two stages - on April 
4 and April 18. The two other trans¬ 
mitters which cover the town - at 
Sandy Heath and Sudbury - were 
switched over last year. 

Cllr Johnson confirmed negotia¬ 
tions with Virgin were ongoing but 
said that discussions were now in their 
final stages. 

“Talks are continuing and we are 
hopeful that these discussions will 
conclude shortly,” he said. “We expect 
to make an announcement soon. 

“We have recently updated our 
guidance on the digital switch over and 
residents can find the latest copy of 
this on out website at www.harlow. 
gov.uk .”

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More should be done 
to stop cycle thieves 


SIR, My husband and I 
had the misfortune of being 
the victims of the theft of 
our new bikes from Harlow 
Town station on December 
18 . 

We had cycled to the station 
in order to travel into 
London by train to meet 
friends for the day. Perhaps 
naively, we thought our 
bikes would be fairly safe, 
securely locked up as they 
were in the cycle store room 
for a few hours. 

Imagine our shock and 
dismay when we returned to 
find just the lock discarded 
on the floor. It had been 
sliced clean through, clearly 


by someone who had come 
armed for the job. 

Whilst we stood there 
trying to take in what had 
happened, a man locking up 
his bike before heading for 
a train told us he had three 
bikes stolen from there in as 
many months. If we had 
known before that this 
facility was next to useless 
we would never have used 
it. 

Earlier, my husband 
overheard a rail worker 
telling a colleague that he’d 
spotted a pair of bolt 
cutters lying openly next to 
the outdoor cycle rack. 


I now have to question the 
wisdom of having this cycle 
store room at all, being as it 
is essentially a sweetie shop 
for thieves who only need to 
come to the station with the 
necessary tools at a time 
when the ticket barriers are 
open, cover their faces to 
avoid the CCTV, select what 
they fancy and wheel it 
away. 

A sad indictment on today’s 
‘something for nothing’ 
society perhaps, but also a 
completely unacceptable 
and downright farcical 
situation when Harlow 
prides itself on being a 
green town with a great 


cycle network. 

Why is more not being done 
to protect cyclists from this 
upsetting, inconvenient and 
downright expensive theft? 
It will only seek to drive 
more people into their cars 
which cannot be a good 
thing for the town. 

Where are the so-called 
security patrols at the 
station? Why can we not 
have proper, secure storage 
areas? And why are the 
travelling public and their 
property treated with such 
contempt?

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Service cuts caused 
by Tory government 

SIR, Tony Hall’s suggestion that Harlow 
was not built by Labour but by Marshall 
Aid does not make sense (. Letters , 
December 29). The Labour Government 
elected in 1945 brought in the New Towns 
Bill in 1946 and Harlow was designated 
as a new town in March 1947 - before 
Marshall Aid was conceived in June 1947. 
Although it aided Britain to overcome 
shortages caused by the Second World 
War, Britain’s recovery under Labour 
meant that Marshall Aid payments could 
be suspended by December 1950. 

In addition to enabling huge numbers of 
homeless and desperately overcrowded 
people to move into new homes with all 
mod cons in Harlow and elsewhere, the 
Labour government achieved full 
employment, set up the National Health 
Service, effectively created the welfare 
state, more than doubled old age pensions 
and restored severely run down industries 
by nationalisation. 

Cllr Hall says I am right about the many 
amenities which Harlow’s Labour council 
achieved but then accuses Labour of not 
maintaining them. The main reason why 
services were cut back was that the 
Conservative government diverted the 
business rate receipts from local 
authorities to central government - 
costing Harlow perhaps £3m in annual 
revenue. There was no £20m subsidy 
from Mrs Thatcher. 

When Cllr Hall claims the Conservative- 
run council has a plan to secure all the 
services, does he really believe that 
offering all the discretionary services to 
outside bidders will maintain existing 
standards? The proposal to move Harlow 
Museum from its splendid site and lose 
its excellent archive service is one 
example of the threat now faced. 

Finally, Britain’s economy was not 
plunged into recession by the Labour 
government but - like Greece, Ireland, 
Portugal, Italy, Spain and many other 
countries - by the world economic crisis 
which began in the USA. Gordon Brown 


actually kept us out of the Euro.

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closure,unless providers can be found. 
Yet the administration chose this 
course of action. They had the option 
to use the windfall of £lm in other 
supportive ways. Only recently they 
chose to enjoy a lavish civic dinner 
and employ yet more consultants! 

The issue is not about valuing partners 
but lack of consultation with both 
users and the public generally at the 
outset. Would users have suggested 
separating the museum service from 
its historic premises, set in beautiful 
gardens with very good free parking 
facilities? No. We still have not been 
informed about the long-term 
accessibility of records and artefacts, 
the future of staff or presence of Essex 
Records Office. 

Would the general public have risked 
offloading Pets’ Corner to a glossy, 
commercial outfit, providing exotic 
creatures or charging entrance fees? 
Would such an organisation recognise 
the enormous social benefits of work 
experience there or young people with 
special needs working alongside 
professional, supportive staff? Has the 
council even begun to contemplate the 
huge costs or difficulties of closure? 
The Labour group agreed important 
principles in relation to the survival of 
discretionary services some time ago, 
to apply to each service when details 
are available. Only not-for-profit 
organisations should be considered as 
partners. 

We oppose the sale of assets of our 
discretionary services. We seek a 
guarantee of long-term sustainability. 
Core funding would be necessary in 
the form of a subsidy and the support 
of the council’s professional staff. 
Crucially, existing services that are 
free should remain free. There should 
be a continuing dialogue with the 
public about the future of services 
contributing to the quality of life of 
residents and a significant part of our 
culture. 

So far the administration proposes 
only to “explain” plans before 
submitting them to the Cabinet, 
thereby preventing discussion even 
with opposition councillors. We urge 
that a genuine consultation with the 
public on each facility is held, to 
actually listen and alter, if necessary. 

A democratic process - that’s our 
wishful thinking. Not too much to ask, 
is it?

THE number of people killed 
in accidents on Essex roads fell 
last year. 

Figures released by police show 
that 17 drivers, seven passengeres, 
10 pedestrians, six motorcyclists 
and one cyclist lost their lives during 
2011. The total of 41 compared to 51 
deaths in 2010. 

But while police described the 
reduction in fatalities as encourag¬ 
ing, they said that many of the acci¬ 
dents were avoidable and said there 
would be no let-up in their road safe¬ 
ty campaigns. 

Road policing Inspector Scott 
Egerton said: “Last year saw too 
many people needlessly die on our 
roads. The overall figures are 
encouraging and hopefully our road 
safety messages are hitting home." 

Throughout the year Essex Police 
worked with county, district and bor-

ough councils on various initiatives 
designed to reduce the number of 
road casualties. 

The Essex Casualty Reduction 
Board, which is made up of repre¬ 
sentatives of Essex Police, Essex 
County Council and Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service, funded a 
number of road safety operations 
which were designed to educate peo¬ 
ple with the aim of enhancing their 
road skills and general awareness. 

Essex Police casualty reduction 
manager Adam Pipe said: “There 
were 41 people killed on our roads 
in 2011 and many of these deaths 
were avoidable. 

“There are still far too many peo¬ 
ple who think that driving or riding 
are ways of getting a thrill but it’s a 



sad fact that these motorists and 
motorcyclists are a danger to them¬ 
selves and other road users. We will 
continue to take positive action 
against them.” 

He added: “A large percentage of 
crashes involving death and serious 
injury are attributable to three main 
reasons: driving too fast for the con¬ 
ditions or speed limit, failure to wear 
seat belts and driving while under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs. 

“We will continue to rigorously 
enforce these offences throughout 
the next 12 months.” 

In addition to last year’s fatalities, 
a total of 3,800 people were injured 
in collisions with 670 of those being 
classed as serious. In 2010 a total of 
4,000 people were injured, of which 
745 casualties were classed as seri¬ 
ous. 

“If we can encourage road users to 
act in a more resp¬ 
onsible manner then 
we may just see the 
figures fall again in 
2012,” added Mr Pipe.

Scientists solve the 
Yeti finger mystery 


THE mystery surrounding a yeti finger 
found in a remote area of Asia more 
than 50 years ago has finally been 
solved. 

The yeti, also known as the Abominable 
Snowman, is a legendary ape-like 
creature which is said to inhabit the 
Himalayan region of Nepal and Tibet. 
The remains of the finger have been 
kept in the Royal College of Surgeons 
museum in London since the 1950s. 

But a scientist in Scotland has used 
latest techniques to analyse the finger 
and found that is human bone. 

The finger was taken from a Nepalese 
monastery by an American explorer in 
the 1950s. 


Dr Rob Ogden, of the Royal Zoological 
Society of Scotland, said: “We had to 
stitch it together. We had several 
fragments that we put into one big 
sequence and then we matched that 
against the database and we found 
human DNA. 

“It wasn’t too surprising but it was 
obviously slightly disappointing that we 
hadnt discovered something brand new. 
Human was what we were expecting 
and human is what we got.” 

Despite the lack of evidence of its 
existence, the yeti story has been 
popular in both Nepal and the west. The 
Yeti even featured in the television series 
Doctor Who back in the 1960s.

“Patrick was one of the finest 
men one could ever meet,” Mr 
Halfon told the Star. “When I

“But Patrick wasn’t just 
important to me and fellow 
Conservatives because he was a 
passionate campaigner; it was 
much more than this. He stood 
for something special - deep 
Conservative values of aspira¬ 
tion, decency, hard-work, 
respect and a love for tradition.

Trust report says 
many teens' lives 
lacking structure

YOUNGSTERS growing up in Harlow 
without a daily routine or structure 
are more likely to struggle at school 
and have low self-esteem, according to 
a new report from a leading youth 
charity. 

The Prince’s Trust Youth Index, published 
on Tuesday, reveals how almost one in 10 
young people in the east of England feel their 
days “lacked structure and direction” while 
growing up, while almost a quarter of those 
living in Essex said they did not have a set 
bedtime when they were a child. 

The research - which gauges how young 
people feel about their lives across a range of 
areas from family life to physical health 
- also shows that more than one in four 
young people in Essex (29 per cent) “always” 
or “often” feel down or depressed, while 
almost half (48 per cent) feel stressed all or 
most of the time. 

Harlow teenager Scott Chalkley (18), who 
managed to turn his life around with help 
from the charity following a chaotic child¬ 


hood, said the report’s findings reflected his 
own experiences. 

“My childhood was very disrupted and in 
the space of five years I lived in 10 care 
homes,” he said. “I never felt like I had a 
proper home and this really affected my con¬ 
fidence and behaviour. 

“Throughout my childhood I always felt so 
unsettled. I started hanging out with an older 
crowd and going out as a way of escaping 
what was going on.” 

Excluded from school before taking his 
GCSEs after the disruption to his home life 
began to affect his behaviour, Scott turned to 
The Prince’s Trust which helped him secure a 
place at Harlow College to study plumbing. 

“I don’t think I’d be where I am today with¬ 
out the help from the trust,” he said. “Not 
only has my life settled down but I know what 
I want to do with my future.” 

Graham Ball, regional director of The 
Prince’s Trust in the East of England, said: 


“Without the right support, directionless 
teenagers can become lost young adults - 
unconfident, underqualified and unem¬ 
ployed. 

“Our programmes, which include in¬ 
school clubs, give the hardest-to-reach young 
people intense, structured support and help to 
prevent potential drop-outs and exclusions.” 

The charity will help 50,000 disadvan¬ 
taged young people across the UK in 2012. 
Last year more than three- 
quarters of those given 
support moved into 
jobs, education c 
training.

Norma tells her 
own story as a 
child of The Raj 


AN in-depth journey into the 
heart of Anglo-India ancestry 
during and after the country’s 
partition with Pakistan forms 
the foundation of a remarkable 
first foray into print by an 86- 
year-old Harlow resident. 
India-born Norma Probert, of 
Pittman’s Field, has spent the past 
10 years painstakingly 
researching and compiling her 
book True Children of The Raj. 
Written in an epistolary format 
with each chapter a letter 
addressed to her grandchildren, 
the letters draw on her own 
personal experiences to examine 
and reflect on life under the British 
Raj as a mixed Indian-British 
descendent. 

“I was born in Lahore in north¬ 
west Punjab to a French- 
Portuguese mother with Indian 
ancestors and an Anglo-India 
father with a lot of British blood in 
him,” said Norma, who recently 
graduated via the Open University 
with a BA Hons degree in English 
Literature. 

“We had an absolutely fabulous 
life there and even during the dark 
days of suffering and slaughter 
throughout the India-Pakistan

partition of 1947 we decided to 
stay in the region because it was 
our home.” 

Norma, who moved to England 
with her husband in 1962, said it 
was a mixture of her 
grandchildren’s inquisitiveness 
and the publication of another 
book on the British Raj that 
spurred her into finally putting her 
memories down on paper. 

“My grandchildren have always 
been very interested in hearing all 
my stories about living in India 
and Pakistan which is why I 
wanted to address it to them,” she 
said. 

“But it was a book called Children 
of the Raj by English author 
Vyvyen Brendon that really 
spurred me on to write the book. 
“Her book was written purely on 
research or essentially secondary 
or tertiary sources about living in 
the British Raj and in my opinion 
had a lot of inaccuracies. 

“I also found it rather derogatory 
towards the Anglo-Indians, 
forming the impression that we 
were substandard which wasn’t 


true at all. I wanted to put things 
right” 

Describing here book as “life¬ 
writing”, Norma - who writes 
under the pseudonym of Helen 
Renaux - stressed it isn’t intended 
as an autobiography but rather a 
historical and geographical insight 
into the origins of the “mixed- 
hybrid race of beings in India that 
turned out to be beautiful”. 

“This actually started out as a 
personal project for me and my 
family, not one for publication,” 
she said. “It was university friends 
and family who insisted I had it 
published after reading abstracts, 
so in the end I just thought ‘why 
not?’.” 

Norma added: “It has taken me a 
lot of work and time to complete 
this book so it is incredibly 
exciting to see it finally published. 
“It would be lovely if there was a 
worldwide interest for it but 
mostly I am pleased to have 
played my part in telling the true 
story about the children of the 
Raj.”

BACK in 1975, grocer’s daughter 
Margaret Thatcher became the first 
woman to lead a major UK political 
party. Four years later she became our 
first female prime minister, holding office 
for three consecutive terms. 

She united and divided the country, 
smashing through gender and class barriers 
to be heard above the patriarchal hubbub in 
Westminster. 

The Iron Lady paints a sketchy portrait of 
Thatcher as she looks back over her life 
from the comfort of her lodgings at Chester 
Square in London’s swanky Belgravia. 

It would be impossible to shoehorn a 
lifetime of political tug-of-war into 104 
minutes of screen time. Instead, scriptwriter 
Abi Morgan conceives a poignant tribute 
that revisits key moments in flashback, seen 
through the eyes of an increasingly frail 
woman fighting against the rising tide of 
fractured memories. 

Baroness Thatcher (Meryl Streep) juggles a 
busy social diary with the help of assistants 
and her daughter, Carol (Olivia Colman). 

She hosts dinner parties where she voices 
her views on the current government and 
David Cameron but is disparaging about 
the state of Westminster since her 
departure. 

Comforted by the ghost of her late husband, 
Denis (Jim Broadbent), she allows her mind 
to wander back to the 1984 IRA bombing of 
the Grand Hotel in Brighton during the 
Conservative Party conference, the Falklands 
war and her downfall precipitated by a 
critical speech from Geoffrey Howe 
(Anthony Head) in front of appalled fellow 
Cabinet ministers. 

The Iron Lady is dominated by Streep’s 
tour-de-force portrayal of Thatcher, which 


should earn her the Oscar by a landslide. 
She electrifies every frame of Phyllida 
Lloyd’s film, disappearing completely 
beneath the ageing make-up, tailored suits 
and false teeth to embody a naive interloper 
who blossomed into a compelling orator. 
Broadbent offers sterling support and 
Colman is equally impressive, including a 
heartbreaking scene in which Carol tearfully 
attempts to re-tether her mother's mind to 
reality. 

As a full, unexpurgated history lesson, The 
Iron Lady is found wanting and great 
swathes of Thatcher’s premiership are 
glossed over. However, as a portrait of a 
lady in her twilight years, Lloyd’s film 
moves, providing us with fleeting insights to 
a figure who still divides opinion as much 
today as she did during her reign at 10 
Downing Street.

Houses, cottages, flats, apartments, 
maisonettes, studios, detached, semi, 
terraced - these are terms we as estate 
agents hear every day of our lives.

I S it possible to have too 
much of a good thing? 
Renault apparently thinks 
not and, having cemented its 
reputation as a modern day 
master of the hot hatch game, 
the French brand is intent on 
flaunting its prowess to the 
maximum. 

Alongside the Renaultsport 
Megane and Twingo models, 
Renaultsport versions of the 
Clio have won rave reviews. 
Now buyers wanting 
something extra from their fast 
Renault supermini can opt for 
a Gordini - the Clio 
Renaultsport with added 
opulence. 

The Renaultsport Clio is a 
serious hot hatch - 200bhp and 
a 0-62mph time of 6.9s give it 
the performance to compete 
with the sector’s leading lights, 
while sharp handling gives it a 
fighting chance through the 
corners, too. 

Mechanically, the Gordini is 
identical to the Clio 
Renaultsport 200. The 2.0-litre 
16-valve petrol engine does 
without the assistance of a 
turbocharger, which is 
becoming more unusual 
amongst this fast Clio’s rivals. 
It means that the car produces 
its best higher in the rev range 


and the driver is rewarded for 
persevering with each gear as 
the revs rise. The 0-62mph 
sprint is covered in 6.9s and the 
top speed is 141mph. Yes, the 
Gordini is fast. 

Just as in the Clio Renaultsport 
200, customers have a choice of 
chassis options at their 
disposal. The standard set-up 
features wider tracks than a 
conventional Clio. It also has a 
10mm longer wheelbase and 
Renault’s ingenious front 
suspension with its 
independent steering axis 
designed to reduce torque steer, 
the bane of powerful front 
wheel-drive cars. 

Thicker anti-roll bars and 
stiffer suspension are the other 


key modifications but those 
wishing to go further can 
choose the Cup chassis option. 
Here the Clio gets hardcore 
with a lower ride height, even 
stiffer suspension and faster 
steering. 

A lot of what makes the 
Gordini version of the Clio 
special is visual. The car, of 
course, gets the famous blue 
paintwork and double white 
roof stripes but there are a 
number of exterior features 
that separate this car for a 
standard Renaultsport Clio. 
Inside, the difference is even 
more pronounced. The Gordini 
continues the blue and white 
colour scheme adding seats and 
a steering wheel in blue and 


black leather plus a series of 
other trim upgrades. 

Renault claims to have brought 
its experience in Formula 1 to 
bear on the aerodynamic side 
of the Clio Renaultsport and 
the curves of the front wing 
are vaguely reminiscent of 
something you might see in the 
paddock on Grand Prix day. 
Being effectively the range¬ 
topping Renault Clio, the 
Gordini isn’t cheap. Keen 
drivers should also seriously 
consider specifying the 
optional Cup chassis which 
transforms the car’s handling 
but makes things a little jittery 
in everyday conditions. 

At least the standard 
equipment list is long, with 
Bluetooth connectivity, keyless 
entry, cruise control and 
numerous other items 
included. This is not your 
stripped out hot hatchback and 
really does add some extra 
luxury to proceedings. 

The Clio Renaultsport’s market 
positioning has been somewhat 
unusual because its hefty 
power output means it 
outperforms most of the 
supermini-derived models and 
is more closely aligned to the 
larger rivals like the Honda 
Civic Type-R and Volkswagen’s 
Golf GTI. 

In Gordini guise it’s closer still 


to such models thanks to the 
higher price. While it might 
lack the space and 
sophistication of the larger 
alternatives, the Clio is a viable 
everyday car and the 
beautifully judged handling 
makes it a very attractive 
option for the keen driver. 

Don’t expect anything too 
spectacular at the pumps, 
especially if you’re regularly 
revving the engine hard to 
access the best of its 
performance. 

In this day and age, emissions 
of 198g/km and fuel economy 
of 34.5mpg aren’t great in a fast 
supermini, no matter how 
quick it is. The far larger and 
heavier Golf GTi manages 
170g/km and over 38mpg but 
even it won’t match the Clio for 
pure exhilaration on the road. 
You can’t blame Renault for 
making the most of its 
impressive Renaultsport range 
and the introduction of 
Gordini variants gave buyers 
the option of having all the 
pace with a little extra 
sophistication. 

The Clio Renaultsport Gordini 
is far from cheap for a 
supermini-based hot hatchback 
but it’s crammed with 
equipment and has a unique 
visual signature that will help 
owners stand out.

NEW signing Jeff
